Ovcrfrucd Slock. Ranges 
Cm 

Washington, July 10. — The im- 
proved condition of the national 
forest range after regulated 
grazing is .pointed to by experts 
of ihe department of agriculture 
aa a demonstration that acres, 
which had been severely damaged 
through overstocking by sheep 
and cattle, can be brought back 
to carrying power through a suf- 
ficiently intelligent ose. 

When the government rook 
charge of the livestock ranges 
within the national forest some 
of them were so badly overgraz<*d 
and otherwise injnred from reck- 
less handling of the stock that 
their grazing value appeared to 
have been almost entirely de 
stroyed. Mauy of these ranges, 
however, have been restored and 
are as valuable as ever. On sev- 
eral of the forests results have 
more than justified the expecta 
tion and the range is in better 
condition than it ever was. 

An example of this improve- 
ment is cited iu the Nebo nation- 
al forest, Utah. In 1908, when 
the forest was created, the rang- 
es within the forest boundaries 
were found to be badly over 
grazed and trampled because 
there was a lack of any control 
or supervision over the areas. 
One of tr>e areas was at f that 
time estimated to be capable of 
carrying only 3,000 head of cat 
tie. Now, through conservative 
management and jodicioas dis- 
tribution of the cattle over the 
ranges, and improvements in 
water conditions, the carrying 
capacity af the ranges has been 
increased until, in the present 
seasou, nearly 8,000 head of 
cattle are using this particular 
area and the forest officers feel 
that a few hundred more can be 
safelv crazed there without in- 
jur.*,

Keep on friendly terms with your 
bathtub It is the business of the 
skin to pass of! to the surface of the 
body some of the waste products. In 
the process of hard manual work or 
violent exercises unusual larire 
amounts of waste products are made, 
and the sweat carries them off with 
greater rapidity. The action of tho 
breeze and the rubbing of the clothes 
remove some of this waste, but it can 
nut be thoroughly doue except with 
water. A warm batii with the use of 
a little soap ouce a week is the min- 
imum with which the skin can do its 
best work. Baths can well be taken 
more frequently, especially if one 
take* a xreat deal of exercise. Quick 
baths in cold water without the use 
of soap toughen* the body a id makes 
oue less liable *o have cold*. How- 
ever, suet) baths do not (rive the skin 
a thorough cleansing, and outrht not 
to be taken by very delicate, sensi- 
tive people except under the recom- 
mendation of a physician. Baths 
noConly cleanse the skin, but they 
also start the blood to moving fast- 
er. It Is known also that they have 
a marked etftct on the uervous sys- 
tem. People who are exceedingly 
nervous or insane cau be more easily 
and surely quieted by properly ad- 
ministered baths than iu auy other 
way. For continuous, mental aud 
Vhysical health, a batii a day is an 
excelleut rule. Teachi this to your 
children.
